The wreck of a heavily-loaded 
freight train at Vincent, on the valley 
line of the Southern Pacific Tuesday 
evening, caused the death of one man. 
jan unknown tramp, the loss of about 
$3000 in damages to track, rolling 
stock and freight destroyed, and a ten 
hours’ blockade which brought both 
north and south-bound “Owl” trains to 
their destinations from three to nine 
hours behind their schedules. 

The freight, a full train of fifty-two 
cars, Was en route from Bakersfield ta 
Globe, Ariz., carrying a twelve-car 
consignment of crude oll for use in 
the Arizona smelters. At a rate of 
about fifteen miles an hour it entered 
a narrow cut about a mile north of 
Vincent, where the wreck occurred. 
portion of the wheel flange on one of 
the oll cars broke off and the car was 
derailed. The coupling in front was 
sheared off and the cars behind piled 
up against the obstruction, some of 
them being badly crushed, and others 
overturned deside the track. Several 
of the big oll tanks were burst, about 
$600 worth of oil being lost. 

An unknown Mexican, evidently a 
tramp beating his way on the rods of 
one of the overturned cars, was in- 
stantly killed, his crushed body being 
later recovered from beneath a pile of 
wreckage. None of the train crew sus- 
tained any injuries. 

Immediately on learning of the ac- 
cident, which occurred at 6:30 o'clock 
Tuesday afternoon, Assistant Superin- 
tendent Dodge and a force of twenty- 
five men le Los Angeles witn 4 
wrecking train.

1896 the State Republican platform of California 
adopted at Fresno, demanded the free coinage of 
silver, and Congressmen were nominated upon that 
issue prior to the assembling of the National Re- 
publican Convention at St. Louis, When that body 
assembled it repudiated the free silver heresy and 
adopted a gold standard platform. Thereupon, the 
delegationg from Nevada and Colorado defied the 
fool-killer, and with tears in their voices, walked 
out of the convention. But the absence was, as 
Mr. Toots would remark, “of no consequence.” 
The California delegation—wiser in their day and 
generation—made a mi and successful effort at 
degiutition of the gold standard food. They swal- 
lowed their wrath and chagrin, and remained in 
the party. During the canvass which followed an 
anxious inquirer interrupted Congressman Bowers, 
while that gentleman was making a speech, and 
“How is it, Mr. Bowers, that you favor the 
free coinage of silver, while your conven- 
tion repudiates it?”

EDUCATIONAL DRIFT. 


A Brooklyn, N. Y. man says he is 
having his son educated in France that 
he may learn three things—how to 
study, Tespectfulness and obedience, 
which things cannot be taught in a 
school i» this country. These things 
may be taught in the schools of Europe, 
but the Brooklyn Standard-Union takes 
this man to task by the announcement 
that obedience should be taught at 
home and not be passed along to the 
public school teacher. If mothers and 
fathers are not competent to compel 
respect and obedience, or are 80 indif- 
ferent that they do not try, they should 
not be surprised if a teacher with from 
thirty to sixty children to look after 
falls along these lines. The work must 
be done at home. That is the place 
where the child is under the mother’s 
Watchful eye every minute of the day 
until it is old enough to thoroughly 
understand what respect and obedienee 
mean. The trouble is that too much 
is left for the teachers. They can con- 
tinue the work, but the foundation 
should be firmly laid before the boy or 
girl is of the age to take an education- 
al course. The schools are doing their 
part, despite the view of the Brook- 
lyn man. The failure is elsewhere.

Some pecullar statistics have been 
derived by a college publication from a 
study of 200 stydents considered as 
smokers and non-smokers.

Throughout the public school sys- 
tems, particularly in the larger cities, 
a movoment in favor of technical and 
trade education is rapidly gaining 
ground, says the Chicago RKecerd- 
Herald.

A very real patriofism under- 
les all the teaching, and it Is by no 
means a merely jingoistic patriotism 
that ia taught. It is true the boy is 
taught to regard military service as a 
duty laid upon him by God and the 
Emperor (the non-German sometime:
